SCHOOL MATTERS. 


he Communicaties from the (ecunty 


Superintendent of Scheels. 
Epvrror Gazetre: The school in- 


ceive general commendation, and it 
entities the town to special recognition 
as an educational center. With the 
prospective increase of population and 
the fact of all the public school capac- 
ity in buildings, except the highest de- 
partment, is vow bDeing fully utilized, 
the question of providing greater 
school facilities will soon have to be 
considered. The last school consns of 
Reno School District shows that there 
are new within its limits 986 children 
| between the ages of six and eighteen 
years of age, against 777 of the year 
preceding, and against 606 'a the year 
1886, making an increase of more than 
fifty per cent. in school children in 


three years. 

Through the kindaess of Prof. Orvis 
Riog, Principal of the Public Schools, 
I have learned that there were on the 
firet of Mafch 635 pupils enrolled in 
the several departments of the schools, 
leaving 301 children of school age te 
be accounted for as not attending the 
public schools. 

Iam indebted to the heads of the 
etber institutions of learnirg for the 
Steltoments that there are in the Uni- 
mar d about twenty children in the 
Training or Normal 
‘teen of school age in the University 
proper, twenty-six in Bishep Whit- 
aker’s School, and abou: twenty be- 
longing to the school district in Mt. St. 
Mary’s Academy. A few are aitend- 
ing schools elsewhere who are in- 
cluded in tbe Census Marsbal’s report. 

This showing leaves about two ive. 
dred pu tls within the district, less 
the number attending schools else- 
where, who are not availing them- 
selves of school privileges, and doubt- 


ages ef eight and fourteen years, be- 
tween which ages the law requires 
each child to attend seheo! at least six- 
teon weeks consecutively in each 
school year. 

Itisa difficult tusk to remedy this 
absentecism. The law provides the 
means; but it imposes such a burden 
upon school trastess, who receive no 
compensation, that itis not enforced 
to the letter, as much as it is to be re- 
gretted, anywhere in the State. Par- 
ents who have the means of education 
extended to their children as a gift are 
most culpable who fail to see that 
they do not avail themselves of ihe 
bounty of the State. 

Were the whole number entitled to 
public instruction now,in school, there 
would not be sufficient capacity to ac- 
com modate them, unless the half-day 
system is adopted in some of the 
rooms, 

The fact of the increasing schoo! 


pepulation demunstrates the growth 
of Reno and the necessity of consider- 
ing the needs of more school house

Other rou- 
tine work took up the day, and it was not 
till evening that the nomination of State offi- 
cers was begun. €, :

that of Major Pbeoktee Several peers 
were also casually mentioned withoat hav- 
ing speeches made in their béhalf. 

It was rumored on the convention floor 
that there were a few other candidates com- 
ing outside on the run,

through and when it partially subsided it 
was found that Dr. Dave Skinner, of Stray- 
horse County, had got the sheet-iron drum 
of the stove just about worn out by pound- 
ing on it with an old iron pump-handle. A

The old gentleman would, .how- 
ever, have reduced the number of prospect- 
ive State Treasurers ff they Tet him 
alone, as he had the man from Custer down, 
and was yelling wildly and jumping on him 
with both feet when pulied off.
